LL ES 
A Decided Sensation Created in Basiness

City or Mexico, June 23.—Great excitemen 
has prevailed here to-day in financial nae 
railway circles, owing to the sudden official 
announcement by the government of the new 
laws regurding the praet of taxes, the cut- 
ting down of official salaries and the suspen- 
sion of railway subsidies.

These bonds are to be made payable to the 
bearer. The Nationalfbank of Mexico is to 
undertake the payment of interest on the new 
bonds, end of their redemption commission to 
be paid the bank to be arranged hereatter.

The Mount Carme] Miners Out Again—The

Movnst Carmen, Pa., June 23.—The arbitra- 
tors have failed to adjust the difficulties be- 
tween Congressman Scott and his seven hun- 
dred employes at the Pennsylvania colliery. 
The miners demand December wages, while 
Scott offers ten per cent less. 

Crxoinyati, June 23.—The indications point 
to a strike of the lasters in the shoe factories 
here.

HENDRICKS AT YALE. 


THE VICE PRESIDBNT CORDIALLY 
RECBIVED. 


He Takes for His Text the United States Bupreme 
Court, Which He Hulogizes as the Greatest 
Judicial Body on Earth- The Bench and 
Bar of the Revolution, Ete. 


— 


New Haven, Conn., June 23.—During the 
Yale commencement exercises, President 
Porter introduced Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks, 
Vice president of the United States. After 
the hearty applause which greeted him had 
subsided, Mr. Hendricks addressed the law 
students and the large audience present on 


ted States, and the influences that have con- 
tributed to make it the greatest judicial triou- 
nalinthe world.” The peopleof the United 
States, hesaid, occupy today the first piace 
among thenation. The are neither disturbed 
nor threatened by European digsensions. They 
repose in the confidence of irresistible power. 
The quiet that reigns within her borders, at- 
tests the undisputed sway of law and order. 


Less than one hundred years ago they came 
together under the constitution of a common 
country. Why this imposing result? What is 
there about this limited constitution of Amer- 
icans that has brought them this incompara- 
ble success in their effort for the republic? 
The compect under which the states conduct- 
ed the revolution was found to be insuflicient 
for the purpose of a permanent governmaat. 
A more periect union had become a necessity. 
THE OLD CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 

The constitutional convenilon at Phila- 
delphia followed fast on the surrender of 
Yorktown. The result was an “indestructi- 
ble union of indestructible states, and a gov- 
ernment of each of the several states possess- 
ing all the powers of government not delega- 
ted nor prohibited.’”” They put the machinery 
ofthe many governménts in notion, each and 
all endowed with life and will and purpose. 
They foresaw that feuds and controversies 
musi arise. Conflicts of jurisdiction were in- 
evitable. The work ofestablishing a coafed- 
eracy of equal states was defective and un- 


finished _uatil Q tribunal should 
be provided capable of com- 
manding the respect and confidence of 


all parties in the union. To make the judi- 
clary independent of legislative aggressions 
and executive aseumption, their terms of 
service, fixed at good behavior, were subject 
only to impeachment. Only one grouna of 
criticiem was found, and it would be difficult 
to substitute a better mode. The judges were 


favorably compared with those of Eng- 
land, and after reviewing its juris- 
diction, the speaker declared it to be 


the greatest court in the civilized world. 
The public welfare demands that when great 
questions arise, the judiciary hall sit in judg- 
ment,but is against the legislative department 
ipjunction cannot issue. That department 
can neither be covered nor restrained. Judge 
Parkins, of Indiana, declared as a maxim in 
American jurispruduce, “that the constitution 
of the state relating to the acts of the legisla- 
ture isthe paramount orsupreme law. That 
when two conflict, the acts of the legislature 
must yield as utterly void.” 
THE POWERS OF THE COURT. : 
Thesupreme court of the United States 
petses npon the powers of the executive de- 
pertment, but in Engiand the court is subject 
to the voice of parliament. The jurisdiction 
ofthecourtisa tremendous power. It may 
say to congress: “The constitution forbids 
~your ation. hut it shall not be.” Speaking 
of the legal tender’aeciston he said: ‘In its 
nature end importance it rose high abovwoy 


question in the English courts. It involve. 
the powers of congress over the currency of 
the country, and it may be the ability of the 
government to provide for its own welfare 
in peiiods of the greatest peril. In such in- 
vestigations the judges passed beyond the 
sphere of ordivary judicialj inquiry into the 
field of statesmanship. Mr. Hendricks next 
referred to the Indian policy as it arose in the 
test case early in the history -of the court, and 
agreed with the decision rendered that the 
tribes have the right of self-government, sub- 
ject only to the constitution and treaties. He 
next referred to the decision invalidating the 
Maryland statute in an attempt of the city of 
Baltimore to collect taxes from a branch of 
the United States bank. After the close of the 
wer the tendency was to strengthen the feder- 
aland weaken the state authority. Much of 
that class of legislation has since been held 
invalid by the supreme court, because the 
authority to exact it belongs to the state, and 
not © congress, 
THE RIGHTS OF THE CITIZEN. 

He next discussed the relative right of the 
citizen under state and tederal laws, and 
quoted Chief Justice Waite’s opinion, that 
each must protect tho rights of the citizen, but 
that neither could pass the boundary line laid 
down in the constitution, as the judicial per- 
mits ofno usurpation. The original judicial 
system of the country was completed in a few 
s«ntences, or less than halfa page of printed 
matter, yet this difficult work of rare excel- 
Jence had kept pace with the development of 
the country inits growth from thirteen to 
thirty eight states. The bar ofthat day was 
next eulogized, and he singled out as the 
giant intellects of the day, Webster, Wirt and 
Pinkney, and stated that on those 
duy’s arguments before the bar were: equally 
as high in thought as the decisions behind it. 
In eulogizing the present court Hendricks 
said that their fame is secured in the fame of 
the court itself. Addressing the graduating 
class he cautioned them that the future of this 
great nation depended largely upon such as 
they, and advised them to be earnest, pains- 
tsking and true, adding that whilethey might 
not be eo greatas Webster, yet they might be 
estrue. And above all things, using the 
worde of another, remember “‘that public posi- 
tion 18 a public trust.” 

The vice president, at the conclusion of his 
sddress, was loudly applauded.

THE BORDER STRIFE. 


A Family of Six Indians Killed by White 
Men, se 

Dexver, Col., June 23.—A special from Da- 
rango says: ‘‘A messenger from Dolvres val- 
ley arrived yesterday afternoon, who says the 
Indians killed a neighbor named Genther, 
seriously wounded his wife and burned his 
house, barns, haystecks, etc. Messenger eon- 
firms the report that the cowboys killed six of 
a femily of Indians. One young bu*k who be- 
longed to the same family was wounded but 
escaped, and came to the agency at Ignacio, 
and told his story, and immediately 250 war- 
riors came to the agency and demanded 


revenge. Agent Stollstremer pacified them 
by agreding to go with twenty-five of their 
number to Fort Lewis, there to get’ an escort 


of soldiers, and then to proceed to the seene.of 
the trouble, investigate ‘the whole affair; and 
bring beck the bodies of their dead comrades. 
ie the agent and the Indians passed 
through here yesterday morning en route to 
Fort Lewis. 

Another messenger arrived here last night, 
bringipg a report that a party of Indians met 
Joe Dcugherty, brother of Captain Dougherty, 
of the Twenty-second Cavalry, now stationed 
at Fort Lewis, while on his way home, near 
Mitchell springs, and killed him and carried 
his wife imto captivity. Captain Perrine, 
who wées:in camp in- Mentesum valley 
with three -compenies, sent Captain 
Dougherty with his command to the scene of 
the murder. It is stated that the commander 
of Fort Lewis, hearing of the action of Cap- 
tain Perrifie, imthediately sent a company of 
cavalry to intercept Captain Dougherty, fear- 
ing that hemight lose big judgment and seek 
rever ge for the death of his brother and the 
captivity of-his wife, who is a daughter of Mr. 
Mitebell, of. Mitchell Springs, with whom 
Dougherty’s ehildren were staying during the 
absence of Their parents. There are many.

Mr. Gladstone’s Promisesand the Marquis of S:lis- 
bury’s Assurances—The Probsbilities of th» 
Irish Question—The Opinions of the 
Prees Upon the Subject, Bite. 


Lonvoy, June 23.—The crisis in the -politi- 
cal offices is. believed to haye been passed, 
and most probably to-day all differences be- 
tween the conservatives and the iiberals will 
be arranged, and the conservatives will form 
the new cabinet. It is said some technical 
points only yet remain to be settled. In prin- 
ciple it is claimed that Gladstone has not de- 
parted from the lines originally adopted by 
him, but he has made fuller concessions to the 


conservatives than were hoped. for. 
He reserves, however, full liberty of 
action in regard to any new meas- 


ures of moment that may be introduced 
into parliament, and at the same time he un- 
dertakes to assist the new government in com- 
pleting the ordinary business of the segsion. 

it is reported here that Baron Von Staal, 
the Russian ambassador, has been instructed 
by his government to maintain an attitude of 
reserve towards the government of the mar- 
quis of Salisbury. Baron Von Staal is also in- 
structed, eccording to the same report, to in- 
sist that Zulficar Pass ought to belong to Rus- 
sia, in order tocheck any advance that At- 
ghanistan may propose to make into Russian 
territory, 

The marquis of Salisbury will make the an- 
noupcement in the house of lords to-night that 
Gladstone, having given sufficient and entire- 
ly satisfactory assurances of aid in the con- 
duct of the government, he (Salisbury) wiil 
take office and arrange a cabinet. 

The ear! of Granville announced in the 
house of lords this evening, and Mr Gladstone 
made @ similer announcement in the house of 
commons, thatthe marquis of Salisbury had 
accepted the office and that he had gone to 
Winsdor castle to informthe queen.

The 
house then adjourned until Thursday next. 

The house of commons has adjourned until 
to-morrow, not until Thursday as proposed, 
At the session to-morrow a motion wiil be 
made for the issue of new writs of election for 
the members of the incoming ministry.

In the meantime, the penitentiary 
guard hadcome to Monroe after the convicts. 
Robertson and Stovall were notified that the mo- 
tion foranew trial was pending, but they in- 
structed their lawyers to dismiss it, ag they pre- 
ferred to go tothe penitentiary for three years 
than to lay in jail for six months, and then take 
the chances ofanother trial. These are the facts 
as gathered from an officer of the court, and from 
them it will be seen that noone isat faultin the 
matter. The two negroes are now in the peniten-

DOWN THE RIVER. 


The Early Sugar Cane—Folsom Bridge—Aa 
Indian Fight, 
M, M. Folsom inthe Valdosta, Ga., Times. 

Now we have reached the point where the 
river widens out, and winds along through in- 
terminable swamps. Here in the autumn the 
mellow haws hang red on the trees, and in the 
sweet Indian summer great festoons of wild 
grapes and “bullaces” hanging in mellow lus- 
cicuspess from the vines which have twined 

beir tendrils around the topmost boughs of 
the tall trees. Fields of yellow corn cover the 
fertile hillside, the withered stalks rustling 
and creaking in the whispering breeze. These 
farmers have inherited a goodly legacy in 
these broad acres. The cotton fields are white 
as snow, and the merry jests and hearty laugh 
attest the contentment of laborers. In strik- 
ing contrast with the brilliant colors of the 
autumnal foliage is the deep blue green of the 
sugercane. Through long years of cultiva- 
tion in alien soil it has preserved its identity 
as a child of the tropics, and holds its green 
until the great Jeveler, Jack Frost, chills its 
sugery sap. Other plants have learned to 
adapt themselves tofthe new order of things, 
and shorten the season of their growth accord- 
ingly, but the sugar cane never ripens. If I 
have dwelled long on the peculiarities of this 
plant it is because I have experienced so many 
perils and pleasures in connection with it. Is 
there a south Georgia boy, to-day, who never 
slipped in at the back of the cane patch, start- 
ing nerviously as be chanced to snapa blade, 
picking his way carefully until a selection was 
mede, then cutting down the cane by easy 
stages, so that it would not crack loudly when 
it fell; carefully stripping off the blades one by 
one, then stealing noiselessly out, ensconcing 
himself in a fence jamb and then—oh! the de- 
licious taste of the juce !'Trebly sweet when ob- 
tained*through so much peril. Hark! Ahem!” 
The boy springs to his feetand trembling 
in every limb beholds the “old man 
leaning his elbow on the fence and watching 
him intently. “Ahem!” ‘Is it gittin’ sweet 
yetsonny?” But the boy is too dumbfounded 
toanswer. ‘Well, I guess I’d better give ye a 
row, and you musn’t cut any out’n the rest of 
the patch.” Oh! Joy! In less than ten min- 
utes every child on the place is informed that 
‘‘pa bas give us a row of cane tochaw.’”’ Aud 
ihe old man stalks about in the potato patch 
in search ot a late watermelon, an odd smile 
on his lips, He passed through the same ex- 
perience some twenty or thirty years ago. 

The Folsom bridge, a noted crossing nian.» 
spanstheriver here. In the ofdwua time a 
party of road cutters under sthe command of 
General Ceflee paseed threvugh south Georgia 
from east to west. At thils point they crossed 
the river. If you wey to ask the old settlers 
they would show yu the blazes on the pine 
‘evees that were made long ago. This road was 
a great thoroughisre and many a hardy settler 
has packed his traps in a cart drawn bya 
tough pony, and driving his flocks and herds 
before him has traversed the lonely pine bar- 
rens in search of a more generous soil and 
greener pastures. The hunters of Coffee's party 
were Isbem Jordan and Kenseth Swain. The 
sopg that was made by the hardy pioneers has 
been given to posterity as foliows: 

‘“Yender comes ole Isham Jordan, 
‘That ole ’onest huntin’ man, 
Glorious tidin’s he doth bring, 
Swain has kilt another turkey hen!

eastward, the ancestor of the Folsom’s settled. 
It‘had beena populous Indian town, and there 
are in existence,to day, a tomahawk, a sofka 
pestle, a small cannon ball, and innumerable 
arrow-beads and skinning knives of flint that 
were found there. The old gentleman had 
erected a strong block house, and when there 
was ap alarm of Indians, the women and chil- 
dren were carried there, and the old men and 
boys left to defend them while the ablebodied 
ones sallied forth to meet the foe. From this 
fort they marched ‘forth to the bloody en- 
counter at Brushy creek. The Indians had 
been goaded to madness. They were con. 
cealed in the dark swamp, and awaited in si- 
lence the approach of the whites. Pennel Fol- 
som had made his will before leaving home, 
and when the soldiers were all drawn up ata 
safe distance from the enemy, and the scouts 
were cautiously advancing, he and Orville 
Shanks dashed torward with a yell and re- 
ceived the fire of a dozen unerring rifles. 
Shanks fell dead, and Folsom des perately 
wounded, was carried from the field, after the 
battle wes over, behind Captain Sharps who 
rode a powerful horse. When they halted he 
was Jaid down on the green grass and breath d 
his lest.

Justatatime when Nashville was inter- 
ested in the movement to erect a building 
fer the Young Men’s Christian association, 
an unfortunate woman committed suicide 
because she wes out of employment, aad 
could no longer feed her four children. 
Taking advantage of this sad incident, an 
alleged philanthropist rushed into print with 
acommunication, in which he proceeded 
to severely rasp the Christians of Nashville. 
The purport of the article was that the poor 
woman’s suicide to escape starvation showed 
the Y. M.C,.A, movement to be a hollow 
sham, 

Of course the philanthropist made a fool of 
himself. His premises were absurdly insuf- 
fic:ent to justify his conclusion. Any school- 
boy could have told him that one swallow did 
not makeasummer. But he was not in- 
clined to take a reasonable view of ‘the mat- 
ter. His main object was toattack a great 
religicus movement, and anything would do 
fora pretext. Fortunately our philanthrop- 
st urmasked himeelf by admitting that he 
held Ingersell’s theories. This aloneaccount- 
ed for his bitter, jeering screed. 

If in a professed)y Christian city it was the 
custom to jet poor people starve, this follower 
of logersoll would be jastified in saying 
harsh things about the religion of that com- 
munity, or ratherits wantof genuine reli- 
gion, but such is not the custom in Nashvilie 
or any other city in the land. But how is it 
with this philanthropist and his brother Ia- 
gersollians? What asylums or _ benevolent 
charities have they ever organized and sup- 
ported? Whereare they? Are there a dozen 
in the country? Is there even one’? No, 
When it comes to work cf this kind the In- 
gersollians are out. The Christians of the 
country bear the burden, and bear it cheer- 
fully. Their broad charity even takes in 
the wretched Ingersollian, puts bread in his 
mouth, and soothes hisdying hours. But 
the matter requires no discussion. 
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COTTON MANUFACTURING IN THE TWO 
SECTIONS. 

The history of the Washington mills, of 
Lawrence, Massachusetts, does not indicate 
prosperity in cotion manufactaringin New 
England, In 1858 the property was sold for 
$500,000, New mills and machinery were 
then added, doubling the size of the plant, 
the cost of the improvements having been 
over $4,000,000, In the meanwhile the water 
power bad increased in value; but when the 
entire property was sold last week at auction, 
it brought only $340,000. And it does not 
appear thatthe case was exceptional in any 
respect. No one seems to want a catton mill 
locaied away from the cotton fields; and if 
one of the great Fall river mills were put up 
at 2uction its fate would doubtless be very 
much like thatof the Lawrence corporation. 
The northern people no longer have faith in 
the profitableness of cotton mills disadvan- 
tagecusly Iccated. ) 

The southern mills, on the other hand, are 
doing fairly well. Atleast one of the mills 
in this city earnsand declares regular divi- 
cends, and we presume all three are making 
some money. The construction cof new mills 
bes been checked but not stopped. Vicks- 
burg is contemplating theerection of a fac- 
tery. The old factories feel the depression, 
tut as a rule they are able to show net earn- 
ings at the end of every six months, 

In one section there is in the matter of cot- 
ton manufacturing a hopeful feeling that 
res}ly amounts to confidence in the future: 
in the other section there is a growing ‘belief 
that in the long run the larger part of the 
industry must eeck the cotton fields, Es- 
pecially will this be the case when we begin 
te com pete, in earnest, with English mills in 
other markets. Itis safe to say that the 
mills must come to the cotton fields before 
we can uncersell the rest of the world. 
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WOULD HOSEA KNOW HIM? 

Ex-Minister Lowell’s return’ to his native 
heath was not as vyociferously celebrated as 
it might bave been, or as it would have been, 
if his mission hed been anything but a so- 
cial success.

SILK growers who complain of the low price re- 
ceived from cocoons wil! find an explanation ina 
circular just issued by the Woman’ssilk culture 
association of the United States, at 1,222—26 Arch 
stieet, Philadelphia. This circular says: 

Complaints have come to the assoctation of the 
small prices paid for cocoons, and this conditioa 
needs explanation, The small crops ranging from 
one povnd upwards come to us from all sections 
of the United States, and are raised principally by 
inexperienced culturists. The seed (or silk worm 
egg) is often of poor quality, especially it raised 
from imperfect cocoous, Such worms are feeble, 
and produce only asmall quantity of silk; they 
are often fed on mixed food, or under-fed, or 
over fed, owing to the want of knowledge cn 
the part of the culturist. In the next stage of the 
industry, we meet with similar difficulties in bad 
results from stifling. If the cocoons are allowed to 
remain too long before they are stifled, the worm 
begins to eat through the cocoon, which ruins it 
for reeling. If they are stifled too soon or before 
the chrysalis bas dried, the cocoon is imperfect, If 
heated to too high a temperature, or scorched in 
the stifling, the silk is damaged. All these condi- 
tions render the silk almost valueless. Again, an- 
other cause of depreciation is the quality of waste 
silk. Commercial waste silk, properly prepared 
and shipped, should be worth from fifty to eighty 
cents per pound; but commercial waste silk is 
clean, well cured, well packed, pierced cocoons, 
from which the worm has escaped in the form of 
&@ moth; avd for this product there is a ready 
market. Such waste as the association 
has gererally received has been  badily 
raised—badly cured cocoons containing the 
chrysalis, and frcm each of which the manutac- 


- turer MuUStreincve the chrysalis before the cocoon 


can be utilized, en operation reducing the value 
still more, as additional labor must be paid to 
prepare it forthe mills, and the imperfect pro- 
duct is valueless for reeling, and diflicult to dis- 
pose of atany price—snuch waste compares very 
unfavorably with the standard waste silk of com- 
merce. Hence tle loss to the cuiturist; and 
hence the delsy in remitting money, and in send- 
ing information about the separate smal! crops 
rent to the association. We cannot offera price 
until, by testing, we find the amount of silk per 
pound (of 16 ounces) in each lot of cocoons.

HELPLESS FOR OVER THIRIY YEARS, 


A Valuable Hint from Dumas’s ‘‘Monte 


Christo” Improved Upon, 
From the Utrcea Observer. 

The life of John D. Williams, whose death has 
been announced, was a most remarkable one, In 
1847 he caught cold on a Hudson‘river steamer by 
sleeping between damp sheets, and became a vie. 
tim of inflammatory rheumatism. Paralysis fol- 
lowed, both sides becoming affected. He became 
upable to move a muscle, except his eyelids, and 
dumb and blind. 

Dr. Theedore Dimon reported the facts to E. S, 
Brayton, who was one.of the most intimate 
friends of the deceased, and he became much in- 
terested in his case. He remembered the recital 
in Dumas’s ‘‘Monte Christo’ of the invention ofa 
little girl whose grandfather was a paralyt- 
ic affected very much like Mr. Williams. 
She told him to wink once whea he méant “yes,” 
enue twice when he meant ‘‘no.’”’ When heor she 
bed other than affirmative or negative communi- 
cations, she would spell out the words by men- 
tioving letters of the alphabet until the right one 
was reached and by putting them together their 


wishes were understocd. This system was adopted 
by Mr. Williams’ friends, and by patience and 
perseverance the wants ofjthe sufferer were made 
known and relieved as faras possible.

This was 
very vague, but patience was a virtue of which 
there was an immense stock in this family. Mrs.

Finally he spelt*'s-l-e-e-y-e,’” 
sna on examination it was found that a fly 
under his sleeve had been making a trotting 
course Of his delicate skin,mach to bis annoyance, 
while he was unable to move the requisite mus- 
cles to obtain relief.

Physicians who had known all about Mr. 
Williams’s constitution, when attacked, predicted 
that he could not survive forty-eight hours The 
Jate Dr. Coventry made an elaborate report of the 
case, which attracted considerable attention from 
nem bers of the profession. In spite of all the 
physical .debiities of the deceased, 
there was no deterioration of _ his 
mental powers, He had a. remarkable 
memory, and his reasoning powers were excellent. 
He was kept well informed on the curreat events 
of the day by the reading of papers, books, maga- 
zines, etc, @ was patient, appreciative, aud had 
ecdmirable self-contrel, and was covstautly at- 
tempting to derive means to relieve his friends of 
some of the cares his condition imposed upon 
them. Helaboredon devising a writing appa- 
ratus for aiong time, but obtained one from a 
New York friend that was of service to him.

THE PARKS HOMICIDE. 


THE GRAND JURY COMPLETES A 
--HOROUGH INVESTIGATION. 
Lt 
Two True Bills Returned Against W. O. Jones, and 
Two True Bills Returned Against Mounted 
Officer West—The J ury Examines Near- 
ly Fifty Witnesses—Other Notes. 


Mr. W. O. Jones, the liveryman, and Mr. 
Nat West, the policeman, to-day stand 
charged with killing Jim Henry Parks, the 
negro who was shot in Mr. Jones’s stable. 

Yesterday the grand jury interviewed the 
last witness in the case, and concluded its 
work by returning egainst beth Mr. Jones and 
Mr. West two true bills. 

The grand} jury has found this case a 
tough one to handle. The body gave nearly 
four days to the investigation and examined 
nearly filty witnesses. The evidence brought 
out before the jury would make a voluminous 
book. However, it all tended—as all evidence 
before a grand jury always does—to fix the 


killing upon the two suspected parties. 

Only five witmesses were examined at the 
coroner's inquest. The testimony of one of 
these, Patrolman Bedford, pointed indirectly 
toward Mr. Jones asthe person who fired the 
shot. Thetestimony by theother witnesses 
left the killing in great doubt. Of the 

TESTIMONY BEFORE THE GRAND JURY 
there was a great deal that was doubttul in its 
character. Just previous to his death, Parks 
repeated the statement which he made imme- 
diately alter he was shot. In that statement 
he asserted thatMr. Jones had shot him. 
Several persons, who claimed to haye heard 
Parks assert that Mr. Jones shot him,were in- 
troduced to the jury. Then there were some 
who swore that Mounted Officer West had de- 
clared that he (the officer) had fired five times 
at Parks, and that he hoped he had hit him. 
Other witnesses told of an agreement between 
Mr. Jones and Mr. West to hide 
the real facts, while there were others who 
said thatthe pistol Mr. Jones had surrendered 
to Chief Connolly was not the one he used. 
These witnesses attempted to show how Mr. 
Jones had effected the change in the pistols. 
THE JURY DISCUSSES THE CASE. 

When the jury completed the examination 
of witnesses and began weighing the testi- 
mony it was ascertained that there was a 
diversity of opinion. A great many jurors 
were in favor of returning no true bill, but 
tLe msjority advocated an indictment. Many 
of those who thought a true bill 
should be returned were not 
thoroughly Batisfied that either 
Mr. Jones or Mr. West had killed Parks. 
However, Parks had been killed and the evi- 
dence pointed towards these two and a true 
bill would result in establishing the truth or 
falsity of the charge againstthem. The jury 
gave Parks’ statement but little thought. 
Every witness swore that it was so dark in the 
basement that it was impossible to recognize 
any one a dozen steps away. They argued 
that Parks could not have recognized Mr. 
Jones by the flash of the nisto). 

The jury felt that the matter ought not to be 
passed oyer lightly, and made two true bills 
against each man. One true bill charges 
Mr. Jones with murder and the other with 
being an accessory. Mr, West labors under 
two similar indictments. 

Up to a late hour last night neither one of 
the eccused parties had been arrested. Ila 
fact 

WARRANTS HAVE NOT YET BEEN ISSUED 
for their arrest, and it is probable that both 
menu will be arrested to-day. The finding of 
tbe true bills was not generally known last 
bight. Only a few intimate friends of the 
parties concerned had any knowledge of the 
result of the investigation by the grand 
jury. Mr. Jones end Mr. West both 
knew it, but it wi not ro dabie 
thet they lost any sleep about the matter. 
‘Last night a Constitution reporter called on 
both the indicted parties. Mr. Jones had just 
retired, but was willing totalk. He said: 

“Of course I am surprised. Any man whois 
as innocent as I am of that offense would be 
surprised. I say now asl have always said 
that I did not hit that negro. I can’t say 
what evidence the grand jury based the in- 
dictments upon, but I would like tohear it. I 
am ready and anxious for a fair, thorough and 
careful investigation.” 

‘‘You heave not been arrested ?”’ 

“No, not yet. [ will be here all day to- 
morrow and will be pleased 

TO SEE THE SHERIFF 
atanearly hour. I have a clear conscience 
about this affair, and am not afraid of the re- 
sult. I guess I will be able to make a bond. 
I will have a good line of defensive testimony 
ob)y when the truth is told.” 

Officer West heard of the true bills just as he 
was going off duty. He took the matter easy 
and ssid: 

“T never killed that negro, and if I had I 
was simply discharging my duty. I am ready 
to enter my plea anytime. Iam not guilty, 
and a fair trial willconvince a jury and the 
people tbat I am an innocent man.” | 

The evidence before the jury covered every 
point in the case except one. That one point 
wes the all important one. It was who fired 
that last shot. To this they could obtain no 
reliable answer of a satisfactory character.

Beecher On Tobacco, 
From the New York World. 

“Know ye not that your body is the temple of 
the Hoiy Ghost?” etc. Civilization, said Mr. 
Beecher, is a great waster, and it wastes that which 
is most precious, the brain and verve, and this 
gives rise to a great many stimuli that men em- 
ploy. It is not without reason that men fly to 
opium, hasheesh, or tobacco, Anything that ex- 
hausts the merve and brain force to a greater ex- 
tent than the daily supply is weakening, and any 
thing that prevents such exhausting is an 
economy. Stimuli holds: the merve force 
from wasting, when used in min- 
ute fquantities, but have an effect directly to 
the reverse if used in large quantities. We hardly. 
dare say these things to young people, ior fear 
tbat they will run into excess. Nobody dares tell 
a young man, “Ji you will drink wine, these are 
the conditions.” It isn’t in the temperance bible 

Mr. Beecher said he had revised his early opin- 
ions in regard to the use of tobacco. He didn’t 
believe anything was gained by a wholesale de- 
nunciation of tobacco, but he would urge the 
young men of his charge not to form the habit of 
using it. ‘‘lam not saying,’’ said he, ‘‘that tobac- 
co will lead to rum, and rum tosheol, Itisn’t 
g0o0d thing, especia‘ly for the young. 
need it. But you. do smoke, 
you chose tosmoke later in life, I have no male- 
dictions, but see to it that the pretice shall take 
on as little that is.offensive as possible. There is 
a great choice in theselection, Man may be justi- 
fied in smoking, but charity hasn’t got a mantle 
that is broad enough to cover a man who usts bad 
tobacco. Mr. Beecher spoke at length, and in a 
severely critical way, of the disagreeable features 
of the use of tobacco, and urged his young men 
to cultivate politeness and avoid the dulling of 
the moral sensibilities that often follows the use 
of stimulants,

CHICAGO, June 2s~—The wheat market was one of 
extraordinary dullness after a brief season of activ- 
ity at the opening. The Chicago visible supply 
statement showed an increase of 300,000 bushels, 
whilethe New York statement indisated a decrease 
of 4,€00,/00 bushels.

crowd, and there was some free selling at the 
opening, but the market steadied rapidly, and it 
was found that there was very little wheat ou sale, 
which caused a quick up turn of %c. From this 
time on the market dragged, in spite of which 
prices remained firm and closed 0 higher than 
yesterday. Atone time during the regular session 
trading ceased entirely, and light trading during 
the last half of the regular session was unusual. 
Outside news was of a negative character and had 
little effect on the market. Harvesting was re- 
ported to be in’ progress in Kansas, with an im- 
proved outlook over the June statement by the 
state department of agriculture, while Prime, on 
the other band, had very discouraging reports 
from Missouriand California. From two of the 
mort productive counties of Missouri his report 
indicated that the yield would not be sufficient 
for sced. Light receipts were estimated for to- 
morrow and larger clearifigs from the seaboard 
caused the later firmness 

Receipts of corn were large, but the expectation 
of light receipts to-morrow caused a firm feeling 
which became more pronounced as the day ad- 
vanced, and the market closed in the afternoon 
fully ic higher than yesterday. The stock in store 
is small,and cash offerings are picked readily 
every day. 

There was an improved feeling in the oat mar- 
ket without any special features being developed, 
and there was a firm closing with a &mall advance 
in prices.

The Grand Jubilee Meeting. 


The tabernecle services closed last night 
with the grandest religious demonstration 
ever seen in Atlanta. It had been determined 
to have @ jubilee meeting as an expression of 
thankfulness for the great good which had 
been accomplished had’ for the divine blessing 
which had attended the tabernacle services. 

Of all the remarkabie meetings that of last 
night wes the largest and most striking.
